Stories almost without nuttiber 
have Rathered about the name of 
Abraham Lincoln. Of many of 
the.se the great emancipator was 
without dotibt wholly innocent 
The following, however, which 
appears in a manuscript recently 
acquired by the Wisconsin Hi.stori 
cal Society, is entirely characteristic 
and is perhaps true. A certain 
Professor Kilgore, of Evansville 
Seminary, in Wisconsin was sent 
to Washington to lay before Lincoln 
an account of the activities of a 
treasonable organization in the 
Northwest. He was invited to 
lunch at the White House, and was 
seated next to the President. 
Finger bowls were coming into 
fashion at just this time, of which, 
however, the simple Western pro- 
fessor knew nothing. He was great 
ly perplexed by the beautiful little 
dish containing a .slice of lemon and 
some liqui(j, apparently lemonade, 
that was set near his plate. The 
President, observing his embarrass- 
ment, leaned over and whispered, 
"Professor, don't sip out of that 
bowl, watch me !" The pedagogue 
carefully followed instructions, es 
ca]>ing from the meal without dis- 
gracing himself. When, later, they 
were alone, Lincoln conBdedtohis 
visitor that he himself needed a 
servant to keep him informed about 
"those little things." 



B Stors of Xincoln. 

The lawyer whose honesty is prov- 
ed has the confidence of the judge 
and jury, as.serls Justice Brewer in 
the Atlantic Monthly. To illu.strate 
bis meaning he tells this story of 
Abraham Lincoln: 

He was appointed to defend one 
charged with murder. The crime 
was a brutal, and the evidence en 
tirely circumstantial; the accused a 
stranger. Feeling was high and 
against the friendless defendant. 

On the trial Lincoln drew from 
the witnesses full statements of what 
they saw and knew. There was no 
effort to confuse; no attempt to place 
before the jury the facts other than 
they were. 

In the argument, after calling 
attention to the fact that there was 
no direct testimony, Lincoln review 
ed circumstances, and after conced 
ing that this and that seemed to the 
defendant's guilt, closed by saying 
that he had rtflected much on the 
case, and while it seemed probable 
that the defendant was guilty, he 
was not sure, and, looking the jury 
straight in the face, said "Are you?" 

The defendant was acqtiitted. and 
afterward the real criminal was 
detected and punished. How dif 
ferent would have been the conduct 
of many lawyersi Some would have 
striven to lead the judge into 
technical errors, with a view to an 
api)eal to a higher court. 

Others would have become hoarse 
in denunciation of witnesses, decry- 
ing the lack of positive testimony 
and the marvelous virtue of a reason- 
able doubt. 

The simple, straightforward, way 
of Lincoln, backed by the confideuce 

of the Jury, won. 



Xincoln Insiefed on Oolng to tlbeatre. 

In the forenoon of April 14, 1865, 
while President Lincoln was at the 
War Office looking through the file 
of telegrams for news from Sherman, 
Secretary Stanton came in and im- 
mediately began to urge the Presi- 
dent to give up his project of going 
to the theatre that evening, saying 
the city was full of his enemies. 

The President said "Nonsense! 
Who wants to harm me now? The 
war's over — practically — we're one 
people now. Could any body feel 
.sorrier for the South than I do ? 
Come, Mr. Secretary, you've 
croaked dismally alx)ut my safety 
for three years, and yet, somehow, 
I have managed to get through 
unscathed." So he went. 



President Lincoln was once asked 
by an inquisitive individual how 
many soldiers the South had in the 
fidd. " Twelve hundred thotisand, 
according to the best authority," 
replied the President. 

" Great heavens, you don't mean 
it !" exc aimed the other. 

" Ves, sir I Twelve hundred thou- 
sand, no doubt of it," said Liticoln. 
" You see, all of our generals, when 
they get whipped, say the enemy 
outnumbered them three or four to 
one, and I must believe them. We 
have four hundred thousand men in 
the field, and three times four make 
twelve." 

President Lincoln, who was six 
feet three and a half inches tall, was 
rather protid of his height. One 
day a young fellow came to see him 
who was at at least three inches 
taller than he was. 

"Really," remarked the Presi- 
dent, " I must look up to you, if 
you ever get into a deep place you 
ought to be able to wade out !" 

During Lincoln's ride to Gettys- 
burg, where he was to deliver his 
immortal address, the train stopped 
at a small town and a beautiful little 
girl, clutching a boqnet of rosebuds 
in her hands, was lifted up to the 
window of the President's car. 
With a lisp she said, " Flowrth for 
the President." Lincoln stepped to 
the window, took he rosebuds and 
kissed her. " You're a sweet little 
rosebud yourself," he said. " I 
hope your life will open into per- 
petual beauty and goodness " 

No collection of. Lincoln stories 
is complete without this: Just be- 
fore the fall of Vicksburg, a "com- 
mittee" of busylxjdies called on the 
President and asked him to remove 
General Grant "What for?" de- 
manded Mr. Lincoln. " Why," re- 
plied the committee, "he drinks too 
much whiskey." 

"Ah," inquired the President, 
much interested, " can you inform 
me gentlemen, where General Grant 
procures his whiskey?" The dele- 
gation admitted they could not. 

" Because," continued the Presi- 
dent, his eyes twinkling, "if lean 
find out, I'll send every general in 
the field a barrel of it I" Right 
after that the "committee" filed 
out. 

Among the many stories nttribut- 
ed to Mr. Lincoln is this : " My de- 
cea.sed uncle was the most polite 
gentleman in the world. He was 
making a trip on the Mississippi 
when the boat sank. He got his 
head above the water for once, took 
nfl his hat and said, ' Ladies and 
Gentlemen, will you please excuse 
me ?' and down he went."

Freedom's Ambassador

" Blend of mirth and MidDCM, smiles and 
fears. 
Quaint knight-errant of the pioneers : 
Homely hero, born of star and sod ; 
Peasant prince — a masterpiece of God." 

February is annually illuminated 
by two heroic American national 
figures : Washington and Lincoln, 
whose noble lives and characters are 
inspiring to every heart, the first in 
the natal days of our country ; and 
the latter, its savior from dismem- 
berment. 

Fifty-two years have passed, since 
every patriotic soul of that crticial 
period, was shocked by the tragic 
death of their beloved president, 
Abraham Lincoln. 

But little more than four years 
previous, the loyal North had 
elevated this comparatively unknown 
man to become their leader in the 
struggle to save our Union. 

Divine Providence led the Re- 
publican party to select this remark- 
able product of the backwoods of 
Kentucky, as their leader through 
a sanguinary Civil War on to victory. 

As we reflect upon the character 
and career of this magnificent man, 
we marvel, as we are reminded of the 
poverty and hardships of the envir- 
onment of his youth and young man- 
hood, that he could have escaped 
the perils of that period, and devel- 
oped the high moral and intellectual 
powers that ultimately seated him in 
the Presidential Chair of a Great 
Nation. What was the secret of bis 
character'stics ? 

Heredity, Mother Love aud DibU 
Ethics. 

" All that I am or all that I hope 
to be, I owe to my Angel Mother," 
was his own answer to this question. 

As earlv in his life as 1833, be 
said in a public address: — 

"Every man is said to have his 
peculiar ambition. Whether it be 
true or not, I can say, for one, that 
I have no other so great as that of 
being truly esteemed by my fellow- 
men, by rendering myself worthy of 
their esteetn." In later years he 
wrote, " Die when I may, I want it 
said of me, by those who knew me 
best, that I always plucked a thistle 
and planted a flower where I 
thought a flower would grow" 

On another occasion he gave this 
homely, sensible, way to live to a 
discouraged young man : "Do not 
worry. Eat three square meals a 
day. Say your prayers. Be cour- 
teous to your creditors. Keep your 
digestion good. Exercise. Go 
slow and go easy. Maybe there are 
other things that your special case 
requires, but, my friend, these I 
reckon will give you a good lift." 

The well known history of his 
early and later life, with the disci- 
plinary forces that enabled him to 
triumph over extremely adverse 
circumstances or environments, have 
revealed to an admiring world the 
mystery of the marvelous evolution 
of our revered martyred President. 
An ever notable example for the emu- 
lation of the young men of America 
and all nations. 

Anglo Saxon lineage, Kentnckian by birth. 
Biblical and Sbaksperean student of worth ; 
Rugged, honest and faithful, self-taught, 

self-made. 
Admirable character, Dame Nature's high 

grade. 
History enrolls him high in tht temple of 

fame. 
Ambassador of Freedom of undying fame ; 
Magnanimous but firm in •ecenion's mad 

craze ; 
Liberty di-fender in our country's dark days, 
Intrepid, wise and strong, in peace, or in 

war ; 
Nature's Nobleman always, heart sound to 

the core. 
Calm, clear-ilghte<l leader, great in brawn 

and in brain ; 
Orator and statesman, grand in joy or in 

riin. 
In sentiment, generous-hearted and 
kind. 
No President has excelled him in heart or 
in mind.

The President of the National 
Association of the Deaf has been 
asked to suggestta " slate" for the 
coming eleclian. 

In making up snch a slate, the 
first con»'i<leration mn.st be thewiil- 
ingneHH of those nominated lo give 
their lime and brains lo the cau^e. 
It wouhl Ite extremely easy lo elect 
ten ftimes the number of officers 
required if we were merely Heeking 
for flKureheads. A per«on who is 
a member of the AHMociation only 
when running for nffiuo, and does 
nothing whatever to advance its 
interests, is not the sort of a persou 
who should be elected We want 
WORKERS. We want those who can

Another thing that must be con- 
sidered in making up the "slate" 
is to give fair representation on the 
Board of Officers to those sections 
of the country having a large mem- 
bership. 

Duly considering these conditions 
and others, Mr. James H. Cloud, of 
St. Louis, is nominated .for Presi 
dent. Mr. Cloud needs no introduc 
tion to the membership. He has 
been a worker for years, a constant 
attendant at conventions, and Is one 
who carries bis work through to a 
successful conclusion. As he is lo- 
cated just atwut in the center of the 
country, it will be convenient and 
he can be reached from all quarters 
without undue delay. 

For First Vice-President, we be- 
lieve that California has the call 
with itf large membership paid up 
in advauce<l to 1918. Moreover, we 
believe that in Mr. Howson, the N. 
A. D. has maturing presidential 
timber, lie has proved him%elf a 
worker and an txceptiona'lly com- 
petent organizer. Three years 
bonce he should, if he attends tbe 
Hartford meeting and gets in touch 
with tbe general membership of the 
Asflociatiou, and gives Association 
matters close atleotion uuder the 
veteran Cloud, be ripe to have tbe 
crowu pass on to his head. 

Second Vice-President should go 
to the East. It would be well to 
have it generally understood that 
there is to be an upward movement 
of Vice-Presidents.

Consequently we shoold look for a 
vouug and energetic man in the 
E^st, who wotild be about '* ripe" 
six years from now. The East 
should be shie lo supply a veiy 
acceptable Vicn-President. There 
are several fine young fellows in 
Connecticut, there are as many 
more in tbe District of Columbia, 
but in point of membership, New 
York has tne call. Mr. J. II. 
Keiser and Mr. Surnuel Fraoken- 
heim have given excellent service 
with tbe present administration, aud 
there is Mr. C. L. McLaughlin o£ 
Rochester, who made a very favor- 
aide impression at San Fiancisco. 
If he cotild lie induced to become ac- 
tive in the affairs of the /Nssouialion, 
he woulj niake a valuable addition 
to the working force. 

For Secretary there is but onn 
choice and IIihI is the present, Mr. 
A, D. Roberts. He is a worker 
irom the ground up and his middle 
name is " Competent." To change 
the Secretary at this time would 
tlisarraiige the " roacliiuety" of the 
Association so it would take months 
to roadjust things. Mr. R(jl)erls 
should t>e unanimously returned. 

In tbe North West we haveseve 
ral f^plendid men who are hustlers 
wliha f;apilal H. They have built 
up a large memberithip in rJjat sec 
lion.

In view of the number of cora- 
inutiicitions received from all sec 
tion« of the countiy oti Ibe sulijfct, 
the Piesidenl deems it neccsHjiry to 
say that he is not a camlidale for 
re-election, nor does he <le^ire any 
office iu the gift of the Association. 
Tills does not meAti that he will re 
lire from all active participation in 
the affiirs of the Association, but 
in»rely that ho would prefer certain 
committee work that may suggeHi 
itself to the incoming PtcNitlent. Il 
is his conviction tliat one term i.s as 
long as any man can give the Asso- 
ciation of the k»est he bac in' bitn. In 
that lime he will have been able lo 
"fire bis gun," if he has any guu to 
fire, an<l should make way for a new 
man with a fresh "gun to lire." He 
appreciates the many kind letters 
from his friends urging bim to stand 
for re-election, and the kindness of 
the editor of this paper 'in placing 
him on the Executive Board while 
making «tit, his "slate," and thanks 
them.

is a seu8it>le projiosilion. 

One of the hearing officers would 
be the present steward at the Van- 
couver (Washington) School, who, 
altiionuh Htill in his early thirl ies, 
saw active service in Cuba as ser- 
i^eant in the U. 8. Regular Army. 
This man, John A Fraser, has been 
drilling his schoolboys ever since 
(he 21st. Infantry was ordered to 
the border, before which time 
Lieutenant (now Captain) Taylor 
was instructing them in regular 
Kcouling manoeuvres, using the 
code of signs in u.se in detaciied and 
sign language of the deaf. 

Lieutenant Taylor and Colonel 
David J, Baker, a veteran of three 
wars, both profess lo fepl that 
deaf boys would make valuable 
scouts in time of war, trained as we 
deaf are to make tlie eyes do the 
work of both eyes and ears. Col- 
onel Bfiker stated that the fnuda- 
menial law of scouting is silent, and 
opined a way could be found to 
make use of the Vancouver boys as 
a unit of the 21st U, S. Infantry in 
case of war. Lieutenant Taylor's 
instruction had progres.sed to mili- 
tary map-making and use of the 
army Springfield, when Villa's Co- 
lumbus raid sent the Vancouver 
garrison to the border. 

The pick of the cadet corps of the 
nine state schools having military 
drill, not to mention a dozen big- 
game hunters of the Pacific Coast, 
could be used as a nucleus of the 
deaf regiment. Young Rubinson is 
a man who talks li'lle and does 
much; should the N. A. D. com- 
mission him to see what can l>e done 
it should result in increasud prestige 
for the deaf and the 8H«ociHlion — 
for the "F*iepa redness" craze seems 
lo be nearly as stroirg as when It 
starterl two years ago, and eveu bids 
fair to be a permanent factor In oar 
future civilization.
